The chairman of the 
committee then read the first chapter of the epistle of Paul to Ti- 
tus, together with the first verse of the second chapter. For the 
solemn act of ordination he made use of the form laid down in the 
Liturgy of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania. A 
large number of ministerial brethren were present and joined the 


committee in the laying on of hands. A pretty numerous audience 


were in attendance, and appeared to be highly edified by the so- _ 


lemnities. Another hymn was sung, the certificate of ordination 


delivered to the candidate, and the consregstins dismissed ssn the 
benediction. 


‘LICENSING OF CANDIDATES. 


This cerémiony was performed by the President and Dr. Wack- 
erhagen. “On ‘the: brethren ‘Waltermire, Askam and

PRESIDENTS REPORT. 


VED 


In reviewing the aan of God with us during the past year, ¥ we tats great rea- 
son to be thankful that the number of our ministerial ranks has not been diminished 


_ by death, and that in the enjoyment of so many mercies we are permitted once more 


to meet in Synodical session, Yet the year has not been without its lessons, re- 
minding us of our mortality, and urging us with renewed diligence to perform our 
Master’s work. We look around us in vain for one of our co-laborers, whom we 
were accustomed to greet on occasions like the present, ‘and the joy of our meeting 
is mingled with grief, when we remember he has gone down to the grave, and that 
_we shall see his face no more. Philip N. Bonesteel, so intimately associated with us 
in our ecclesiastical councils for the last thirty’ years, was emphatically a co-laborer 
and fellow-helper in the Gospel. The powers of his strong and sagacious mind were 
freely exerted for the promotion of the Redeemer’s kingdom, and the one desire of 


’ his heart seemed to be the peace and prosperity of Zion. We deeply sympathise 


with his family, and the congtegation of which he was a member, in their sad be- 
-reavement. Much do we need such wise councillors and diligent laborers within the 


while men die, the Lord liveth, and blessed be our Rock, and let the God of our sal- 
vation be exalted. We pray that he will in his own good time raise up others to 
fill the places of the loved and the lost; while we rely upon his promise that all 
things shall work together for good to them that love God. _ 

In accordance with the provisions of the Constitution, I now proceed to lay before 
"you an account of the business transacted during the past year. 

In November last the Rev. N. W. Goertner resigned his charge as pastor of the 


_ churches at Bhinebeck and Red Hook, where he had labored so long and successful- 


ly, and accepted a call from the Evangelical Lutheran church at Lockport. This 
removal rendered it necessary for him to change his ecclesiastical relations, and he 
accordingly requested a dismission for the purpose of conneeting himself with the 
Hartwick Synod. His application was complied with, and we trust that the bles- 
sing of his divine Master will follow him into his new field of labor. The congrega- 
tions at Rhinebeck and Red Hook have succeeded in securing the services of the 
Rev. Charles A. Schaeffer, late of Lancaster, Ohio, who is known to "Bic of us, 


and whom I take great pleasure in introducing to the Ministerium. 


The Rev. John Rugan, who was licensed at our last session, : having taken charge 4 
of the congregation at Sand Lake, within the bounds of the Hartwick Synod, ap- _ 
plied in June last for a dismission to that body. We’ cheerfully complied with his 
request, and commended him to the christian fellowship and love of our sister Synod. 

_ From the Rev. George Saul, who tendered his resignation at the last session of 
this body, I have received several communications during the year, which are here- 


with submitted.. 


In March last I received a communication from the A. Wetzell, 
me that he had resigned his situation as pastor of the congregation at Verona, and 
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should hereafter confine his labors to the congregation at Utica. During the ‘past 
month I have learned with pleasure that the congregations at Verona have succeed- 
ed in obtaining the services of another who will for 
“gion at our present session. 

Ip May I received an application from the German at Case jobe- 
rie, requesting a dismission from the New York Synod, with a view of connecting 


President-to act in such cases, I advised them that I would refer their Peep eres to 
the Synod, and it is accordingly herewith presented. — 
On the 21st of April, the corner-stone of a new charch edifice was laid at Ghent, 
in the congregation under the pastoral charge of the Rev. Ephraim Deyoe. After 
a sermon by the President in the neighboring church, and an address upon the 
_ ground, the beginning of the work was consecrated to the Great Architect of the _ 
Universe, and the exercises closed with prayer by the Pastor. The Rev. Dr. Stroe 
pel arid H. Wheeler were present, and took part in the interesting solemnities; 
On the tenth of May the Jong cherished desire of oti brethren in this city to pos- 
sess an house in which to worship the God of their Fathers, was consummated. The 
church edifice in which we are now assembled was set apart and consecrated by ap- 
propriate solemnities to the worship of Almighty God. The dedicatory services 
were performed by the pastor, and sermons preached by the Rev. Drs. Mayer, Stro- — 
bel, and PohIman. The presence of a large number of the brethren from different _ 
_ portions of the church cheered the hearts and encouraged the hands of the assembled 
congregation , and we cherish the hope that their days of trial and tribulation are 
_ passed away, and that under the benignant smiles of their heavenly Father, they may — 
now be built up, strengthened, established and grow into a holy temple unto the Lord. 
‘On the 20th of August the new church at Ghent was consecrated to the worship 
of the Triune God. I regret that severe indisposition prevented me from accepting 
the kind invitation of the Pastor to attend and preach the dedicatory sermon. There | 
was however, no lack of service, as the neighboring brethren were present, and af- 
forded their valuable assistance. The dedicatory services. were performed by the 
_ Rev. Dr. ,;Wackerhagen, and the sermon preached by the Rev. Dr. Strobel. The 
Rev, H. Wheeler; T. Lape, Ri. Dederick, and the Pastor, taking part in the exercises.
